ploy over 700 Italian laborers, who had 
not been paid a cent of wages since 
A u ^ s t 1, and were in a destitute con- 
dition. 


Yesterday morning when the railroad 
company attempted to resvime the work 
of construction they flUitly refused to do 
a stroke and began destroying all they 
could lay their hands on. 


A party of citizens, with some Hun- 
garians employed by the railroad com- 
pany, interferred to save the railroad 
property and a desperate fight followed. 
One Italian and four Hungarians were 
killed, it is reported, 
and 
between 
thirty and forty injured. 
The people 
are terror stricken. 
At the last advices 
the Italians were pillaging the desei-ted 
houses.

This evening, at 8:55, Rt.Kev. Bishop 
Dwenger will start on his pilgrimage to 
Rome. 
He goes first to Baltimore and 
will be the guest of Cardinal Gibbons 
until Friday evening. 
He will proceed 
thence to New York City to visit Arch- 
bishop Corrigan and it is an honor to 
him to say that he has been especially 
in\'ited by the great church dignataries. 


To-morrow evening, his 
secretary, 
Chancellor John F. Lang, will proceed 
to New York City on the limited express. 
The delay is occasioned by the chancel- 
lor's health. 
He has been confined to 
his room for two weeks past, by a veiy 
severe illness. 
Happily, however, he is 
now able to proceed on the journey and 
it will, no doubt, bring Mm renewed 
health and brighter years in his sacred 
caUing. 


Saturday, the prelates sail for Europe 
on the steamer Eutrura, the fastest ves- 
sel on the ocean, and their voyage can- 
not but be a brief one. 


All day yesterday and this morning 
the priests of the diocese began coming 
in to i)ay their respects to the distin- 
guished prince of the church who pro- 
sides over its affairs. 


Vicar General Brammer had a most 
agreeable sui-prise in store for the visit- 
ors, and at noon to-day, 
sixty-seven 
clergymen sat to a regal feast sjiread 
for them by this reverend gentleman 
whose great and good works -vvill bless 
his name for ages to come.

INDIANAPOMS, 
Sept. 26.—There is A 
very strained feeling between the demo- 
crats and republicans of this city, grow- 
ing out of the brutal assault of John W. 
Brooker, a colored republican, on Miss 
Mary Miller, who marched with the 
Frances Cleveland club in the great 
democratic parade Saturday night. The 
republican commercial travellers and 
drunken roughs from Chicago added 
their insults to the scene. 
The cam- 
paign managers are at war over republi- 
can rowdyism and Chaiiman Jewett or- 
ders democrats to stand tio more insults 
from Harrison's followers. 


Leaders of some of the campaign 
clubs, as well as a few of the men, have 
already been heard expressing them- 
selves in a defiant or thi-eatening way, 
and, while there is no imminent clash 
that can be foreseen, there is no doubt 
that very slight provocation on either 
side hereafter is likely to precipitate 
serious trouble. 


Chairman Jewett, of the democratic 
state committee, claims that the repub- 
licans are importing negro voters to In- 
diana, and when a News reporter asked 
him this morning what evidence he had 
to support the charge, said that it was 
known to the democratic committee that 
twenty-five negroes had been brought 
from the south to Richmond, eight or 
ten to Lafayette, "and," he added, 
"a 
gi-eat many more to a city not so far 
away as Lafayette, to say nothing of a 
Chicago drummer who was left with his 
trunk at a place in South Illinois street, 
Saturday night, with the intention that 
he should remain until after the elec- 
tion. 
There are lots of them, and the 
county jaü will be full of them about 
election time." 


"The Journul is a little late in patch- 
ing up its difficulty with the union 
printers," said a lounger at the Denison 
house, "to liave any effect upon the 
votes of organized laborers. 
The set- 
tlement was brought about by force, 
not by preference, and the antagonism 
of that paper to all such societies can 
not, at this late day, be recognized as 
abated in the least.

ROBBED HIS LAST TRAIN. 


Rill Wbitely, a Notorious Train 
ber, Sbot Down by Officers 
in Texas. 


FLORESVILM:, Tex., Sept. 26.—Capt. 
J. Franklin, the United States marshal, 
aud Deputies West, Van Riper and 
Yglesias killed Bill Whitely here last 
night.

Stin^ of tile Sacred Cow. 


When, dnriiig 1860-65, I had a honse- 
in 
h]^ 
petty "broker, a 


Hindoo. 
His name was Humchand 
Mahudo. 
This young Hmdoo was an 
intelligent fellow, and, having made a 
little money, concluded to get married. 
He came to the office one morning and 
announced his happy change. " At the 
same time, Hindoo-like, he intimated 
that a wedding present would-be accept- 
able, and, as he did not expect valuable 
gifts, he begged that the office would 
present his young wife (whose name, by 
the way, was Hira or Diamond Eyes) with 
money enough to buy her a little pet 
sacred cow—to worship of ooujrse. The 
office presented him the money, and 
/Hurrichand bought the little animal, 
and Hira gave the little cow the best 
place in her búngalo outside Bombay or 
Salsette. 
Poor Hira paid her devotions 
to the sacred cow and fed her will 1 ba- 
nanas, mangos, and other delicacies. 


Now, these devotions to the sacred 
cow are not so disinterested as one 
would suppose. 
The cow must give 
something in return, not milk or cream, 
but other gifts. In Hira's case it was 
only a laudable desire to make her hus- 
band, Hurrichand, a 
happy "sahib 
father" (of a male child) within a year. 
Upon the faith of this, Hira, as I said, 
fed her little pet sacred cow on all the 
delicacies, and reminded her morning, 
noon, and night that she must not f ^ 
to gratify her wishes. 
However, as 
Hira had some fears that there might 
be a disappointment, she gave 'the pet 
sacred cow a good talking to as a sauce 
to the mangoes and bananas, and even 
warned her of the consequences that 
might follow indifference to her prayers. 
Well, after a year there was one morn- 
ing a great "ado" in my office. The 
news had reached the Farsees, Sepoys, 
Hindoos, etc., whom we employed, that 
Hira had whipjied the sacred cow. 


"Sahib," said the Sepoy, who was the 
office-sweeper, to me, • "Hira whipped 
the sacred cow. She is no longer a god- 
dess now; she is again a 'cow,' a real 
cow, like other cows." 


The petty broker, Hurrichand, how- 
ever, defended his wife bravely. 
He 
pointed out gravely and forcibly to 
me that a sacred cow which is daily

Fainting. 


Fainting is what results when the 
heart fails to send to the brain a suffi- 
cient supply of blood. 
A faint may oe 
partial or complete. 
In either case 
there may be a warning of what is com- 
ing, and some persons can even assume 
a favorable posture before losing con- 
sciousness. 


Most adult readers are familiar with 
the symptoms of a faint; the face turns 
oale, the eyes close, consciousness is 
lost, and the person falls. Of course, 
when the heart fails to send blood to 
the brain, it also fails to send it to the 
surface of the body, and hence the skin 
is pallid, cold, and perhaps clammy. 


Both the breathing and the pulse 
may be imperceptible, and the person 
may seem to be really dead. 
In other 
cases, the breath may come in occa- 
sional sighs, and a feeble action may be 
detected in the hesxt. 
This condition 
may continue for hours, but it com- 
monly lasts only a few minutes. 


Fainting is sometimes a serious affair; 
indeed, at times, it ends in immediate 
death. 
One cause of this more dan- 
gerous fainting is a fatty degeneration 
of the heart; and another cause is a con- 
siderable loss of blood. 
In any case of 
profuse hemorrhage, of course every- 
thing must be done to arrest the flow 
of blood, but meanwhile, the lowering 
of the head and shoulders below the 
level of the Ix^dy will greatly facilitate 
a favorable result. 


Back of most cases of fainting is an 
inherited nervous susceptibility. 
Only 
a small proportion of persons ever faint 
under any circumstances. 
A feAV faint 
at the slightest cause—fear, joy, grief, 
anpleasant sights, 
noisome 
smells, 
lieated and impure air, sudden acci- 
dent, or some inntation of the stomach 
or other internal organs. 
The exciting 
cause varies in different persons, and 
gaeh should guard himself at his own 
point of ex]>osure. 


In any case of faintness every obsta- 
cle to the fi'eest action of the heart and 
lungs should be removed by the loosen- 
ing of the clothing. But the first thing 
is to get the patient into a recumbent 
posture—flat on the back. 
We know 
of one ])erson subject to fainting who 
had learned always, at the first moni- 
tion, to take thisjwsture of her own ac- 
cord, and it speedily terminated the at- 
tack. 
If the person is in a crowded 
assembly she should at once be taken 
into fresh air, but under no circum- 
stances should anything be placed un- 
der her head. 


The more common form of fainting 
does not necessarily tend to shorten 
Kfe.—Companion.

a stroko and began destroying all they 
could lay theirTiunds on. 


A party of citizens, with some Hun- 


garians employed by the railroad com- 
pany, interferred to save the railroad 
property and a desperate fight followed. 
One Italian and four Hungarians were 
killed, it is reported, and between 
thirty and forty injured. The people 
are terror stricken. At the last advices 
the Italians were pillaging the deserted 
houses.

When, during 1860-65, 1 had a honae~ 


Ji Bombay, WK Ji&U a petty "broker, a 
Hindoo. 
His name was Hurriohand 


Mahudu. This young Hindoo was an 
intelligent fellow, and, having made a 
little money, concluded to get married. 
He came to jthe office one morning and 
announced his hftpjiy change. * At the 
same time, Hiudoo-like, he intimated 
;hat a wedding present would.be accept- 
able/and, as he did not expect valuable 
gifts, he begged that the office would 
present Ida: young wife (whose name, by 
;heway, was Hira or Diamond Eyes) with 
money enough to tray her a little pet 
sacrcdt pow—to wgrsliij* of oonrse. The 
office* presented • him the money, and 
Surrichand[bought the ..little animal, 
and Hira gave the little cow the best 
place in her btmgalp outside Bombay or 
Sal&ette. Poor Him' paid her demotions 
bo the sacred cow and fed tier with ba- 
nanas, mangos, and other delicacies. 


Now, 
these devotions to the sacred 


cow are not so disinterested as one 
would suppose. 
The cow must give 


something in return, not milk or cream, 
but other Rifts. In Hire's case it was 
only a laudable desire to make her hus- 
band, Hurrichand, a 
happy "sahib 


father" (of a male child) within a year. 
Upon the faith of this, Hira, as I said, 
fed her little pet sacred cow on all the 
delicacies, and reminded her morning, 
noon, and night that she must not fail 
to gratify. her wishes. However, as 
Hira had some fears that there might 
be a disappointment, she gave 'the pet 
sacred cow a good talking to as a sauce 
to the mangoes and bananas, and even 
warned her of the consequences that 
might follow indifference to her prayers. 
Well, after a year there was one morn- 
ing a great "ado" in my office. 
The 


news had reached the Parsees, Sepoys, 
Hindoos, etc., whom we employed, that 
Hira had whipped the sacred cow. 


"Sahib," said the Sepoy, who was the 


office-sweeper, to me,-"Hira whipped 
the sacred cow. She is no longer » god- 
dew now; she is again a 'cow/ »re»l 
oow, hike other cows." 
* The petty broker, Hurrichand, how- 
ever, defended his wife bravely. He 
pointed'out gravely and forcibly to

Fainting is what, results when the 


heart fails to send to the brain a suffi- 
cient supply of blood. A faint may be 
partial or complete. In either owe 
there may be a warning of what is com- 
ing, and some persons can even assume 
a favorable posture before losing con- 
soionsness. 


Moat adult readers are familiar with 


the symptoms of a faint; the face turns 
pale, the eyes close, consciousness is 
lost, and the person falls. Of ootme, 
when the heart fails to send blood to 
the brain, it also fails to send it to the 
surface of the body, and hence the skin 
is pallid, cold, and perhaps clammy. 


Both the breathing and the pulse 


may be imperceptible, and the person 
may seem to be really-dead. 
In other 


cases, the breath may come in occa- 
sional sighs, and a feeble action may be 
detected in the heart. This condition 
may continue for hours, but it com- 
monly lasts only a few minutes. 


Fain ting is sometimes aaerious affair; 


indeed, at times, it ends in immediate 
death. One cause of this more dan- 
gerous fainting is a fatty degeneration 
of the heart; and another cause is a con- 
siderable loss of blood. 
In any case of 


profuse 'hemorrhage, of course every- 
thing must be done" to arrest the flow 
of blood, but meanwhile, the lowering 
of the head and shoulders below the 
level of ttie, body will greatly facilitate 
a favorable result. 


Back of most cases of fainting is an 


inherited nervous susceptibility. 
Only 


a small proportion of persons ever faint 
under any circumstances. 
A few faint 


at the slightest cause—fear, joy, grief, 
unpleasant sights, 
noisome smells, 


heated anil "impure air, sudden acci- 
dent, or some irritation of the stomach, 
or other internal organs. 
The exciting 


cause varies in different persons, and 
each should guard himself at his own 
point of exposure. 


In any case of faintness every obsta- 


cle to the freest action of the heart and 
lungs should be removed by the loosen- 
ing of the elotlnng. But the first thing 
is to get the patient into a recumbent 
posture—flat on the back. 
We know 


of one person subject to fainting who 
had learned always, at the first moni- 
tion, to take this posture of her own ac- 
cord, and it speedily terminated the at- 
tack. If the person is in a crowded 
assembly she should at once be taken 
into fresh air, but under no circum- 
stances should anything be placed un- 
der her head. 


The more common form of fainting 


does not necessarily tend to shorten 
life.—Companion,
